1. I met him at the entrance to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee at 10:00 a.m. , on Friday, January 25th, when I entered 
with Secretary Rusk to appear before the Morse Subcommittee in a 
closed session.

2, He told me "The President lied. There had been three 
shiploads of Soviet weapons, all containing nuclear materials (he 
might have said weapons but I am not sure); that this was known
